plea for rural free delivery is made ia 
the annual report of First Assistant 
Postasostcr General Perry S. Heath. 
made public Sunday nig-ht. 


Mr. Ueatb says the service so far has 


resulted in increased postal receipts: 
cnhancemsnt of the value of farm 
lands reached by rural free delivery of 
from S3 to S3 pof acre; n general im- 
provement of tho condition of the 
roads traversed by tho rural carriers; 
'better prices for farm products, th« 
producers being brought into daily 
touch with the state of the markets. 
besides educational benefits conferred 
by relieving the mp'Ttrtony of farm U£« 
through ready access to^hniesoaje lit- 
erature anti knowlcdg-cd of current 
events.

Oii Xovembcr 1 rural -irec delivery 


•was in succesb/ul operation ov«?r.3iSJ 
services, radiating over. 40 state-j and 
one territory, Idaho, \Vyivain— ., Jl.Js- 
sis&lppi and Montana being- the only 
states unrepresented. 


Between the beginning of the new 


fiscal year, July 1, 1SS9, and November 
I, an additional expenditure of $150,000 
rural free delivery has been extended 
to nearly 1SO.OOO persons, at an annual 
costof about 84 cents per capita ag-ainsx 
an average per capita cost of £2.80 in 
small towns of 5,000 population. 


"It is a small matter to a resident of 


» town," »ay« the report, "to be saved 
a walk of a few hundred yards to the 
postofSce, while oa the contrary it is 
a great accommodation to the farmer 
to be spared a drive of five or ten miles 
over corduroy* roads to get his mail. 
In a recent public discussion advocates

LONDON, Xov. 8.—Transports have 


just been secured for the Woolwich 
howitzer brigade, -which will be hur- 
ried to the cajie. The brigade has 
10,000 rounds of 5-inch lyddite shells 
awaiting it. According to the esti- 
mates a single shell, falling into a 
compact body, will kill 300 men. It 
was demonstrated in tbe battle of 
Omdurman which destroyed the army 
of KHalifa Abdullah, that large num- 
bers of De'rvishes -were killed by suf- 
focation, while hundreds of vultures 
and ea<rle£ fell upon the battlefield 
from the same cause.

It ia 
assumed here that the purpose of the 
expedition is to move down the Daga- 
pau-Manila railroad toward Tarlao or 
to prevent Aguinaldo'a forces making 
another base farther north. Dagupaa 
and Anparri are the strongholds of the 
insurgents in the north and" it is sup- 
posed the points where most of the 
filibustering parties land. 


Since the beginning- of the hostili- 


ties it has been the unanimous opinion 
of military experts here that Dagnpan 
should be made a base of operations, 
but siifficient troops bare heretofore 
been lacking. With Gens. Wheaton, 
MacArtuur and Lawton moving upon 
Tarlac from three directions, and the 
mountains hemming in the other side, 
the insurgent capital will soon become 
untenable. 


Agninaldo may attempt to shift his 


headquarters to the rich tobacco coun- 
try at the northern end of the Island. 
Possibly he may slide around Gen. 
Laveton's front to the southern pro?- 
inces; but, as MacArthur"s and Law- 
ton's troops are spread across the 
country from Angeles to Cabanatuan, 
it will be difficult for the insurgents 
to escape. 


Should the concerted operations suc- 


ceed, organized insurrection on a larg* 
scale should be at an end early next 
spring, although guerilla warfare i* 
likely to continue for along time- No 
one anticipates that the insurgent* 
will make many hard battles. 
The 


problem is to move the troops about 
the conntry to maintain transporta- 
tion and to hold the territory gained.

A great deal of indifferent chopping 


can be charged to the American chop- 
ping knife, a utensil which ia not often 
seen in Europe. The chef who is accom- 
plished in his business ignores the fa- 
miliar knife and bowl of our kitchens, 
and chops herbs, minces meat and other 
things which it Is neceasary to chop on 
a board, using- his keen bladed cook 
knifa. This knife is r.ot so heavy asour 
chopping knife, and It does not crush 
as well as a chop, so that a pasty mince 
is always the result, unless the chop- 
ping knife is of steel and very sharp. 
The average chopping knife is a dull 
blade that cannot be kept sharp. It is 
good enough for cutting vegetables for 
chowchows, and similar minces made 
of tender vegetables, but it is npt a good 
article to chop meat with. It is too cum- 
bersome to take out auc-h a large ap- 
paratus simply to mince tip a few h«rbs, 
when this can be easily done with an 
ordinary sharp knife, such as is in con- 
tinual use in cooking, and a board on 
which meat or bread is cut. The cook's 
knife is open to the same objection as 
'he chopping knife in cutting meats. 
It does not cut them evenly; it grinds 
part of them to powder before the re- 
mainder of them is minced. The best 
utensils for preparing minces of either 
cooked or raw meat, or of minces of an v 
other kind, is a meat chopper. This is 
similar in its form to n sausage grinder, 
and grinds whatever is put in it in even 
dice or in a fine, even mince, ns is de- 
sired. A>simple machine of this kind 
can be taken apart so it can be thor- 
oughly cleaned, and is a valuable addi- 
tion to ihe cooking utensils.—K. ' Y.
